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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

The amendment filed on April 7, 2008 has been entered. The specification and 
claims 12-21 have been amended. Claims 12-21 remain pending. 

The new drawing sheet was received on April 7, 2008. The drawing is 
acceptable and overcomes the drawing objection set forth in the previous Office action. 

The amendments to the claims have overcome the objection to the claim 18 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(c) and the rejection of claims 12-21 under 35 U.S.C. § 112 
second paragraph set forth in the previous Office action. 

Claims 12-21 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or renders obvious a braking method for a vehicle 
including the steps of engaging at least one additional friction shift element when the 
brake system of the vehicle fails, and setting one of a shifting pressure or torque of an 
additionally engaged first frictional shift element as a function of one or more of a brake 
pedal actuation force, a distance to another vehicle and an actual speed of the vehicle, 
as set forth in each of the independent claims 12, 20 and 21 . 

Claims 13-19 each depend directly from claim 12 and are allowable for at least 
the same reasons.
